HOUSE OF LORDS. 
Fripay, Fuly 29. 

THE Lord Steward reported, that the Lords, with white 
ftaves, had waited ‘on his Majefty, to know when he would be 
attended with their addrefs oa the Irith propofitions 3 and that 
bis Majelty had been pleafed to appoint that day at half palt 
twelve. They then went with their addrefs,.and being return- 
ed, the Lord Cliancelior reported his Majefty’s anfwer to their 
addrefs. 

Read a third time and paffed the fervants tax and Ameri- 
can Commiffioners bill. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into a, Committee, Lord 
Galloway in the chair, for levying an addition on the licenfes 
for hawkers and pedlars, and for putting them under certain 
se(trictions. ' 

Lord Hopetoun, after a few words in their favour, when 
they came ty the claufe, appointing it to take place on the firft 
of Auguft, moved to leave out the r(t and infert the 15th. 

This occafioned a fhort debate, and a divilion took place; 
when there appeared for Lord Hopetoun’s niotion, 
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The Clerk then proceeded till he came to the claufe for re- 
ftricting the opening their packs within two miles of a market- 
town, 

Lord Hopeten here rofe again and faid, this was fo particu- 
lar a hardfhip on that fet of men, whom he had ever looked 
upon to be as ufeful as any members of the community, that 
he fhould conceive himfelf totally wanting in his duty if he fat 
there and fuffered it to pafs in filence—Many arguments had 
been ufed againft them, but no one in his mind that ought to 
have any weight with their Lordthips. They had been condem- 
ned as preventing the circulation of money, when a very little 
inveftigation would prove the contrary to be the faa, as it 
could be made appear at their Lordfhip’s bar, that they had 
paid within the laft month, upwards of twelve thoufand pounds 
to the manufaéturers of Manchefter only, and that thofe very 
manufacturers expected, provided this bill did not pafs, to dif- 
pofe of at leaft forty thoufand pounds worth of goods within 
the next fix weeks, making their eftimate from former years ; 


if the hawkers were to be deprived of their ufual mode of 
eiuliis ho eared ‘they would aedoubted! be left on the ma- 
nufacturers. hands —As tothe other part of the bill, he thought 
nuthing of ‘it; for thefe men having been bred fromtheir in- 
fancy to travel from one part of the country to another, it cer- 
tainly wouldbe a very great hard {hip to confine them to a fhop 
in any townwhatever. His Lordfhip then took a general review 
the hawkers from their firt fetting off to vend a few buttons of 
of their-own mahufagtory,, wotil the prefent {tate of importance 
-unto Which they had arrived » and, after {peaking very {trongly 
in their favour, moved to leave out the claufe. 
Lord Walfingham defended the bill, infifting, that the pri- 
vileges allowed hawkers of' fetting up in any corporation town 
was more than a compenfation for the reftriction in the bill. 

Lord Sydney alfo {poke in favour of the bill, and faid, that 

as an alteration in the bill would prove fatal to it, he fhould 
oppofe the noble Lord’s motion ; if however, there was any 
part, which by experience was found injurious, it might be 
mended in a future feffion. Lord Sydney defended the prin- 
ciple of the bill, and made ufe of the fame arguments which 
had been urged in its previous {tages. 

Lord Ferrars declared himfelf an enemy to the bill; he: 

’ obferved*it was a revenue bill, but the. fam it was to raife was 
too contemptible to be an argument in its favour ; the whole it 
was propofed for, was 6000 |. and there were more than that 
number of perfons who would be deprived by it of the means 
of getting a livelihood ; nor could he think there was the leaft 
neceflity for the {tate impofing fach a burthen{; for when he firft 
came to his eftate, the falt'works on it had paid little more 
than 30001. whereas they now paid above ten thoufand, and he 
had not as yet feen the difference accounted for ; let then (faid 
he) the addition which even I.pay to Government be brought 
forward, and that will more than balance what will be loft by 
the rejection of this bill, His Lordfhip thought every indul- 
gence fhould be allowed thofe people, as they were of the 
greateft utility to the trading part of the nation ; London and 
all the capital towns were particularly benefited by them, as 
fhopkeepers had an opportunity of difpofing of articles which 
were no longer confidered as fafhionable ; this channel of com- 
merce would be {topped by the bill, and fhopkeepers would be 
particularly injured by it ; though the annihilation therefore of 
thefe people might be confidered as a douceur to thofe who 
were to be fubjected to the fhop-tax, yet it would in the end 
be found an additional burthen on them; for thefe, and a 
number of other reafons, he.fhould hold himfelf happy to fap- 
oy any motion the noble’‘Earl might make to get rid of the 
bill. 

Lord Sydney faid a few words in reply, and was anfwered 
by Lord Hopetoun, after which a divifion took place, when 
there appeared, 
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Lord Hopetoun afterwards {tated his objections to feveral o- 
ther claufes, and particularly to that for admitting one Jultice 
to be able to convict on the evidence of one witnefs ; but, ob- 
ferving the difpofition of the Houfe, he fhould forbear, he faid, 
any motion, reiting himfelf fatisfied with having pointed out 
thofe parts which appeared to him highly objeétionable. 

The bill then went through the Committee, and was report- 
ed.

Nothing can more clearly manifeft your regard for 
the interefts of both my kingdoms, and your zeal for the gene- 
ral profperity of my dominions, than the attention you have gi- 
ven to this important objeé -A full and equal participation of 
commercial advantages, ‘anda fimilarity of laws in thofe points 
which are-neceflary for their prefervation and fecurity, muft be 
the furéft bond of union between the two kingdoms, and the 
‘fource of reciprocal and encreafing benefits to both. The fame 
fpirit in which this great work has begun and procceded, will, 
I deubt not, appear throughout the whole of its progrefs ; and 
I concur with thinking, that_the final completion of it is of ef- 
fential imporance to the future happinefs of both countries, and 
to the fafety, glory, and profperity: of the empire.
